"Panthers, once native in Pennsyl­ 
vania, have been extinct in the north 
tier counties for many years,” said 
Millford, "and it is unlikely that one 
should be seen now unless it had es­ 
caped from a menagerie.”

Jenckes, each with more than twenty- 
five years' experience in the north 
woods of Pennsylvania, are not likely 
to he deceived cither by the animal 
itself or its tracks in the mud alpug 
a creek, and Jenckes believes that 
they were those of a hear cub. Hears 
have been increasing in numbers dur­ 
ing the past ten years in the extensive 
woodland area of 10,000 acres includ­ 
ed in tile Tioga state forest, 
It has been a local custom, accord­ 
ing to Millford, when an approaching 
deer season promises to be light for na­ 
tives to revive panther stories to dis­ 
courage timid sportsmen from hunting 
in certain territories. 
"Up here in 
Tioga state forest,” said Millford, "we 
have our share of bears, wild cats, 
porcupines, and rattlesnakes, but no 
panthers.”

Hunters Given Description Of 
Wild Ducks Protected 
Bv New Law. 


MOONEY MEETS BOMB CONFESSOR 


As the ruddy duck and the buf­ 
flehead or butterfall are protected 
by federal law this year for the first 
time, duck hunters as well as game 
protectors should 
learn how 
to 
recognize the species and avoid a 
possible fine, 
commission officials 
said today. 
Unfortunately, there is no marked 
peculiarity of flight to distinguish 
them. such as the swinging or weav­ 
ing motion of the neck the wood 
duck shows in flight. 
Habits 
Both 
are 
small 
ducks—rather 
smaller than the teals, and only 
roughly half the size of mallard. 
They arc very loath to rise from 
the water, preferring to escape dan­ 
ger by diving instead—and either 
can dive almost as quickly as the 
grebe, or “helldiver.” 
When the 
ruddy duck is at last forced to 
flight, it makes a great pattering 
and splashing along the water for 
several feet before it gets into the 
air. The bufflehead alights on the 
water with a like tumultuous splash 
and slide out of all proportion to 
its size. The chief characteristic of 
the bufflehead^ flight is it tremen­ 
dous speed. 
In spite of the male bufflehead's 
striking 
appearance 
in 
breeding 
season, both maleadn female of the 
species have a general brownish ap­ 
pearance in the hunting season, but 
with a white wing patch and a 
white patch back of and extend­ 
ing below the eye. The underparts 
are white. 
Both male and female of the 
ruddy duck in the fall have a gray 
ish brown back and are a silvery 
ashy below.
